When the first settlers were 
establishing a precarious foot- 
hold along the Atlantic coast, a 
vast area of the Gulf region was 
occupied by a powerful and well- 
knit Confederacy of Indians. 
They were sometimes called 
Muskogees, after the name of the 
cominant tribe. But, because of 
the many creeks, rivers and 
small branches which were found 
in tne land, and because they 
made their homes on the banks 
of such streams, the English 
called them the Creek Indians. 

Their territory comprised 
much of what is now Georgia 
and Alabama and extended into 
Nort.: Florida. North of them 
were the Cherokees. West of 
them were the Choctaw and 
Chickasaw nations. The Fnglish 
settied along the eastern coast. 
South of them were the Spanish 
and French and several tribes, 
already broken by Spanish and 
French conflict. 


Divisions 

The Confederacy had two dis- 
tinct divisions. There were the 
Upper Towns on the Coosa and 
Tallapoosa, and the lower towns 
on the Chattahoochee and Flint 
rivers. They usually, but not al- 
ways. acted together. The two 
chief towns, Cusseta and Coweta. 
were on the former river, near 
the present site of Columbus, 
Georgia. .

Dear Governor: This is in reply to your 
letter of recent date which, as you request- 
ed, we published in full—in our regular 
Pulse of the Public column. 


You say that you have observed from

Members of the 
‘ Majors family, father and sons, have long 
been known for their integrity, as men and 
as reporters. 


Frank Majors is a good newsman who 
reports impartially and factually what he 
finds on any assignment we give him. So 
far, no one has tried to explain or attempted 
to deny his reporting that U. S. Highway 1 
near Lyons needs repair and that State 
maintenance crews have paved three 
streets in Soperton, hometown of Highway 
Board Chairman Jim Gillis. 


You say, Governor, that your adminis- 
tration has constructed or reconstructed 
2,984 miles of roads and bridges at a cost 
of $54,800,000 and that you have spent $10,- 
900,000 resurfacing and repairing our sys- 
tem of roads. | 

We do not question the accuracy of 
those figures, but we do ask: 


Were the road reconstruction and con- 
struction jobs chosen on the basis of actual 
need or on the basis of political preference 
and patronage? How many of those roads 
and bridges were left irtomplete, like the 
deadly Tyre bridge, which took a life only 
a few weeks ago? Or like the State High- 
way 140 project in Bartow County, con- 
ceived in the heat of last Summer’s cam-

If They Really 
Love the Schools 


A current series of stories on Georgia 
schools points up thé deplorable conditions 
in many of the schools of the State—flimsy, 
wooden buildings, 50 to 60 years old, in- 
adequate heating and lighting, in extreme 
cases no heat and no lights, outdoor toilets 
of the most primitive type, cracks in the 
walls and pasteboard for window panes. 

Yet, in face of these conditions, leading 
officials in the State’s educational system 
play politics in a way that further cripples 
a system already on crutches. 

We believe that ultimately the only way 
to iron out the differences within the edu- 
cation department is to change the State 
Constitution to let the Board of Education 
appoint the State School Superintendent. 

Only in that way can there be estab- 
lished a chain of responsibility without 
which no business, public or private, can 
long operate. Until that happens, we call 
on State school board members and ad- 
ministrators to prove their love for schools 
and for children by compromising their 
differences to restore harmony to the edu- 
cation department. 

Otherwise, the accreditation of the sec- 
ondary schools is threatened just as was 
that of the University System when it be- 
came a pawn in the game of State politics. 

Incidentally, our schools editorial of 
Wednesday was in no sense intended as a 
disparagement of the recognized accredit- 
ing agency, the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools. 

Naturally, the association should inves- 
tigate to see if politics is interfering with 
school administration in Georgia. If that 
condition exists it must be corrected before 
the schools suffer further. 

What has complicated the situation as 
far as our understanding of it is concerned 
is that W. E. Pafford, executive secretary 
of the accrediting group, is also a State 


paign and carried to date no further than 
a mere gesture? 

Again, not questioning the record, if all 
that money has gone for roads built of 
honest materials and up to specifications, 
why must there be so much reconstruction 
and repair? 

You say, Governor, that we are partisan 
and prejudiced. 

We admit the charge. We are partial 
to good highways, to wise expenditure of 
public funds, to men of honor and integrity 
in public office. 

We are strongly prejudiced against poli- 
tics in roads, in schools, in anything that 
concerns public welfare. We are prejudiced 
against boondoggling with highway funds, 
piddling little projects scattered all over 
the State to influence people and win votes 
while major projects are left unfinished, 
long gaps between stretches of paving, 
grass-grown shoulders and bridges that end 
in midair. 

You speak of our stooping in our cam- 
paign for better highways. Of course, Gov- 
ernor, you mean the word in the figurative 
sense. But we are speaking literally when 
we say that we don’t have to stoop to see 
those holes in the roads-which ‘you say will 
be there for all the years to come. 

Somehow, Governor, we are not that 
pessimistic and we don’t think the people 
of Georgia are, either. We just can’t ac- 
cept that gloomy picture of holes in roads 
for all the years to come. That’s why we 
must continue giving the public the road 
picture as our reporters and our cameras 
see it. 

We appreciate your letter. We really do. 
We are always interested in reader reac- 
tion to our paper. Other people are in- 
terested, too. That’s what makes Pulse of 
the Public one of our best-read features.

Democrat Team 
Short on Material 


WASHINGTON—Any survey of the field of 

possible Democratic candidates for President in 

1952 must come up with the conclusion that the 

party is faced with a dearth of material, if President Truman de- 
cides not to seek a third term. , 

Speculation over the President's plans has been revived by the 
setback suffered by the Democrats in the recent elections. While 
opinion is still divided, a growing number of informed persons are 
now expressing doubt that Mr. Truman will make himself available. 
He will be 68 when his present term expires, and eight years in the 
White House is usually enough for a man of that age. 

In any event, the uncertainty of the situation is causing party 
leaders to give some advance study to the list of eligibles. From 
the standpoint of quantity the list is not an imposing one. 

Under our political system the White House throws such a 
dazzling light on the President that it tends to blind the party in 
power to the qualifications of other men for the presidency. That 
was particularly true under Franklin D. Roosevelt, and it is true of 
Truman to the extent that no one has arisen within the party who 
is capable of challenging him for the nomination, if he sees fit to 
try for a third term. 


No Contender The recent election, which showed impor- 

tant Republican gains throughout the coun- 
try, does not seem to have produced any new figure who is likely 
to loom as a serious Democratic presidential contender two years 
hence. If anything, it reduced the crop of potential candidates. 
For example, Gov. Chester Bowles, of Connecticut, had been looked 
on as a possibility, if Mr. Truman decides to step down. He was 
defeated for re-election, as were two prominent Democratic Sen- 
ators—Tydings of Maryland and Lucas of Illinois—who might have 
been given consideration otherwise. 


At the present time there is no member of the President’s 
cabinet who stands out as the logical successor. Secretary of De- 
fense George Marshall comes nearer fitting the bill than anyone 
else, but his age and health are against him. 

In looking over the list of Democratic Governors only two 
appear to be in a position to make a strong bid for the’ nomina- 
tion, if an open contest is invited. These are Gov. Frank Lausche, 
of Ohio, and Gov. Adlai Stevenson, of Illinois. 


Two Stand Out There are, however, two outstanding men 

who would command consideration over all 
the others, if they could be persuaded to show an interest in the 
nomination. One is the present Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court, the Hon. Fred M. Vinson, and the other is Gen. Dwight 
Eisenhower. 

The Chief Justice, one of the most highly respected officials in 
the country, is an‘old line party man, but it is not known whether 
he would be willing to step down from his exalted post to engage 
in a political campaign. As regards General Eisenhower, he is 
yet to make known what his political affiliations or leanings are. 

There are reasons to believe President Truman would favor one 
or the other of these two men, if he decided to relinquish the 
presidency in 1952. We know from General Eisenhower's book 
that Mr. Truman personally offered to step aside and support him 
for the Democratic nomination the last time. And as for Mr. Vin- 
son, it was the President who elevated him to the chief justiceship 
after previously appointing him to a place in the cabinet. The 
two are strong personal friends and mutual admirers. 

While General Eisenhower has kept aloof from politics all his 
mature life, refusing to identify himself as either a Democrat or 
a Republican, it is believed that given a choice of the two major 
party nominations he would choose the Democratic label. 

Mr. Truman, in the event he decides against a third term, is 
probably in position to throw the nomination to the man of his 
choice. By the same token, it is unlikely that anyone could defeat 
him for renomination if he wants to run again. 

With either General Eisenhower or Chief Justice Vinson as 
their candidate, the Democrats could probably win again in ‘52, 
based on the present outlook. Whether they would be willing to 
make themselves available remains to be determined.
